Winnipeg, Sept. 23.—On the wheat 
market today trading was active in 
futures and prices generally stronger. 
Opening prices were unchanged to |-4c 
higher, but with firmer American 
markets and the closing cables from 
lAverpool 1-4 to 1-2 higher and good 


demand here prices advanced 1-2 to 
5-8, but nearing the cloee weakened, 
closing unchanged 1-8 to 1-4c lower, 

Minneapolis opened tnehanged to 
1-8c higher and closed unchanged 1-8 
lower. 

Chicago opened unchanged 3-8 low- 
er and closed 1-8 to 1-2 lower, Corn 
was off 5-8 to 7-8 and Chicago oats 
1-8 to 3-8 lower. 

The cash demand was good for all 
grades of wheat, also oats and flax, 
and while receipts were much heavier, 
offerings were very light Export in- 
quiry was keen for numbers two and 
three northern for October delivery. 

October and December oats futures 
were firmer, being unchanged to 1-5 
higher, while flax for October was 
stronger, but closed unchanged. 

Receipts swere heavy today, there 
being 520 cars in sight for inspection. 

The weather over the three prairie 
provinces has been unsettled with 
frosts at many pofnts and rain’ turn- 
ing to snow if’ Alberta,’ Frost in Sas- 
katchewan. ranged from, 4:\to 13. de- 
grees.
